According to a new Bank 
of America reports, experts 
believe that “swift, efficient 
public transportation will 
improve land use, control 
urban growth, revitalize the 
central city, reduce air and 
noise pollution and smooth 
automobile traffic flow.” The 
report titled', “Transporta¬ 
tion Trailblazers,” is one of 
of the banks Community 
Issue s a nd' Action series. 

The report spotlights four 
types of transportation cur¬ 
rently under development in 
California — fixed route 
buses, dial-a-rides, earpool* 
and bicycles. It discusses 
the mean by which innova¬ 
tive communities and groups 
are blazing transportation 
trails others can follow. 

It’s the lowly hus that 
must lure people out of their 
cars, the report says. “Using 
existing highways, streets 
and roads, buses can travel 
to Ihe remotest corner of the 
nation and do it tomorrow. 
Coaxing the public on board 
is the problem.” 

One of the newest and 
most promising forms of 
transit is the dial-a-ride 
system, the report continues. 
The service combines many 
of conventional bus features 
with, the private ear. Ap¬ 
proximately 100 of these 
systems operate across the 
United States and Canada.

When David N. Lund, City 
Administator, presented the 
preliminary budget to the 
City Council for considera¬ 
tion, he estimated the in¬ 
crease in Assessed Valuation 
for Sierra Madre at $341,000 
for the year. 

Figures presented to the 
media on Monday of this 
week showed that the in¬ 
crease in assessed valuation 
lor the City of Sierra Madre 
has been set at $1,101,780, or 
approximately 4.12 per cent.

C. The Publication Budget 
includes imperative cost in¬ 
creases as well as sufficient 
funds to operate all pro¬ 
grams at their current levels, 
except those areas that have 
specifically been reduced or 
increased hy Boa.rd action.

In the past, I have com¬ 
mented on the interference 
of Big Brother governmental 
bureaiucracy and what it has 
ct'one to create many of the 
problems we now have in¬ 
volving health care, includ¬ 
ing the high cost of medical 
malpractice Lnsurancce. 

The issue has been in the 
news lately and it has 
caused consternation among 
doctors, lawyers, insurance 
companies and patients.

Let’s talk about some of 
the issue s raised by advo¬ 
cates of a. total federal 
health caie program.

In Sweden, for instance, 
notice of birth is not re¬ 
quired until five years after 
the event. It is invalid to 
compare our statistics with 
theirs, and the World Health 
Organization has recognized 
that fact. 

However, the United 
States’ infant mortality sta¬ 
tistics prove total refutation 
to the charges th,at medical 
care ha s deteriorated in this 
country. In 1950, 29 out of 
every 1,000 American babies 
died within the first year of 
life. By 1970, that figure had 
been reduced to less than 20 
per 1,000, or, by 33 per cent. 
Obviously, this is a progres¬ 
sive improvement, not a pro¬ 
gressive deteriora t i o n of 
medical service. 

I should think federal 
health, care advocates would 
be careful about making 
foreign comparisons, espe¬ 
cially with socialistic sys¬ 
tems. 

In Sweden, for instance, 
the practice of socialized 
medicine is plagued with 
problems such as thousands 
of people on waiting lists for 
hospital care and surgery. 

They say health care is 
free in Sweden, yet the aver¬ 
age Swedish taxpayer earn¬ 
ing about $12,000 pays 55 
per cent of that in tax, com¬ 
pared to 30 per cent for a 
similar American taxpayer. 
What’s free about that? 

The situation is hardly 
better in England, where the 
National Health Service has 
brought about a marked de¬ 
terioration of medical serv¬ 
ices. 

More than 40 per cent of 
the hospitals in England 
are at least 100 years old',

Reflecting the desire cf 
motorists to acquire low- 
mileage cars in view of con¬ 
stantly-increasing fuel costs, 
Longo Toyota of El Monte 
reported a 36 per cent rise in 
total new car sales dbring 
the first six months of 1975, 
as compared with a similar 
period in 1974. 

At the same time, general 
manager Louis Moody said 
that the month of June was 
the best in the period. In 
June, sales rose by 101 per 
cent over June of 1974. 

“These figures are signifi¬ 
cant,” Moody said, “since 
Longo Toyota is the largest 
Toyota dealer among 1,000 
in the United States." 

He reported that one sales¬ 
man. Jacques LeFebvre, who 
resides in San Gabriel, sold 
40 new cars during the 
month of June alone. 

The El Monte dealer, who 
also handles recreation ve¬ 
hicles and used cars, em¬ 
ploys more than 100 San 
Gabriel Valley residents in 
his various divisions. He has 
a total of 45 stalls for serv¬ 
ice and repair work. 


and most of the others are 
more than 80 years old. 

There is a tremendous 
overcrowding of British hos¬ 
pitals, and only about 30 per 
cent of them have adequate 
emergency facili ties. So- 
called free medical care has 
enouraged ahusie of hospital 
usage, so that by 1966 more 
than 100,000 elderly and 
chronically ill persons were 
on waiting lists to get Into 
hospitals. 

I s that the kind of social¬ 
istic utopia we’re looking for 
in America? I think not. 

What, then, is the Ameri¬ 
can crisis? Apparently, the 
problem is rising costs of 
medical care — 20 per cent 
from 1971 to 1974. That is, 
indeed, a problem. 

But the real tragedy is 
that the federal government 
again is the culprit. Ram¬ 
pant inflation is the work 
of th.e federal government 
through its continued expan¬ 
sion of the money supply. 

Even so, increases in many 
med'ical costs have been less 
than in other sectors of the 
economy. 

In the area where prices 
have climbed sharply such 
as the cost of hospital rooms 
and' doctors’ fees, the inser¬ 
tion of Medicare and Medic¬ 
aid were direct causes. 

This occurred in 1965. 
Millions of extra dollars 
were poured' into the medical 
system, putting terrible pres¬ 
sure on facilities and' send¬ 
ing prices skyrocketing. 

The problem has been cre¬ 
ated where people who incur 
the bills may not be the 
same people who have to 
pay them. As has happened 
in the socialized countries, 
when people using the medi¬ 
cal facilities see the service 
as being “free” or extremely 
inexpensive, the increased 
frequency of use is astrono¬ 
mical. It is called malinger¬ 
ing. 

So now we have a situa¬ 
tion where the price of medi¬ 
cal malpractice insurance 
has grown to the point 
where some doctors will 
have to quit — and some 


have already — if something 
isn’t done about it. I only 
hope whatever the govern¬ 
ment does, that it is the pro • 
per solution and leads to¬ 
ward freedom.

The People Must Know!

I notice where the Justice Department has warned 
96 major newsapers, including the Los Angeles Times, 
New York Times and others that they were printing 
sexually discriminatory housing advertisements. They 
charge newspapers print classified advertisements, pri¬ 
marily for the rental of dwellings, which indicate a pre¬ 
ference for or limitation to tenants of one sex or the other. 

It is amusing to me that the papers mentioned beat 
all around the bush to justify what they were doing, and 
not one newspaper reminded the Justice Department that 
the federal Constitutions says Congrss shall make no law 
abridging the freedom of speech or of the press. How 
gutless most of these tycoons of alleged freedom are. 

If the liberation movement for women convention in 
Mexico City was any indication of what these women are 
all about, they ought to forget it. They had a six day war 
at their convention. If some wise guy had stocked up on 
knives with which the women could have stabbed each 
other in the back, he would have made a fortune. 

Of course they said if women ran the world we 
would all have peace with no war. No one mentioned 
the wars Indira Ghandi and Golda Meir were in. If the 
convention had lasted another day there would have been 
a war in Mexico City. Ho hum. 

I have tried, without success, to get law written which 
would prohibit lending agencies from foreclosing on homes 
because the owner could not pay that portion of the im¬ 
pounds for property taxes. 

In other words, if a home owner had to pay off his 
mortgage with interest, at $100 per month, and the taxes, 
under impound requirements were $50 a month and he 
could only pay the $100 for a certain month, the lender 
can foreclose the mortgage for the non-payment of the 
tax portion of $50 despite the fact that he owner paid 
the $100 for the mortgage payment and interest. 

Property may not be foreclosed by the state, for 
non-payment of property taxes until five years have 
elapsed. Why should a lender be able to forclose if the 
owner dot's not pay his taxes for one month or three 
months? 

How can the state delegate the power of property 
tax foreclosure to a private lending institution for money 
owed the county for the taxes? The owner does not owe 
the taxes to the lender, he only owes it to the county. 

I do not know when the people are going to wake 
up to "bum raps” like this. I do not know when the 
people are going to assert freedom once more. It better 
be soon. 

So You Will Know! 

Young jaywalkers are going to be reported to their 
parents when the California Highway Patrol spots them, 
Commissioner Glen B. Craig said today. 

Craig announced that the CHP’s successful program 
to reduce the accident toll among under-18 bicycle riders 
is being extended to include children on foot who en¬ 
danger their lives by violating Vehicle Code sections on 
the rights and duties of pedestrians. 

The program consists of on-the-spot explanations of 
safe and proper proceduers, informal citations, parental 
notification and bicycle and pedestrian safety presenta¬ 
tions in the schools and through youth organizations. 

“This approach, plus the increased ticketing of adult 
violators, played an important part in reversing an upward 
trend in bicycle deaths and injuries,” Craig said. 

"We think it’s important to extend this effort for the 
protection of the youngsters. Those under 18 are major 
contributors to both the bicycle and pedestrian accident 
problems.” 

The CHP began its bicycle program when deaths and 
injuries more than doubled between 1969 and 1972 and a 
30 per cent increase was predicted for 1973. 

Citations, including the informal ones to youngsters, 
increased 500 per cent in 1973, and bicycle injuries went 
down by two per cent and have held steady since, despite 
a continuing increase in the number of bikes on the road. 

Bicycle deaths dropped from 128 in 1972 to 118 in 
1973 and 108 last year. 

For children not yet 15, the officer who spots a pedes 
trian or bicycle violation worthy of more than a verbal 
warning uses an informal citation procedure. 

For those 15 through 17 he may use this procedure 
or issue a regular citation requiring an appearance in 
juvenile court, depending on his estimate of the serious¬ 
ness of the violation. 

In the informal procedure the citation is not given 
to the violator, but is filled out and marked for special 
handling and parental notification. 

This triggers a form letter to the parents in which 
the Vehicle Code violation is cited and the circumstances 
explained and bicycle or pedestrian safety information is 
enclosed.

Q. — The coal industry 
has been booming since the 
oil shortage has been recog¬ 
nized. Do yoiu see this con¬ 
tinuing and would you buy 
coal stocks now? 

A. — The change from 
What seemed a dying in¬ 
dustry to one of the nation’s 
mast virile and profitable 
ha s been quickly with coal. 
At this time, it would seem 
that the long-term future of 
the coal industry is assured. 
It seems to be in the plans 
to supply much of our fu¬ 
ture fuel needs, both as a 
direct fuel, as a gas, and as 
a. synthetic gasoline. Its .use 
by utilities seems destined 
to increase, and with steel 
likely to be in short supply, 
that industry is likely to 
continue to be a large cus¬ 
tomer. One day in the fu¬ 
ture coal may also be a 
much bigger source of raw 
material to our chemical 
industry. 

One security analyst re¬ 
cently estimated that the 
U.S. demand for coal would 
grow from 620 milloin tons 
in 1974 to 945 million tons 
in 1980. Ho alsc estimated 
that productive capacity In 
the coal industry would 
reach only 730--835 million 
1on s in that time. If he is 
correct then coal prices are 
likely to stay high, and the 
profit margins of the pro¬ 
ducers should- stay strong. 
This Indicate.- a favorable 
situation for the coal in¬ 
dustry, and this should be 
good for stocks of companies 
in the industry. 

There could 'be some nega¬ 
tives. As coal prices stay 
high or move higher and 
there is the inconvenience of 
tight supplies, the industry 
may become a political 
whipping boy as has the oil 
industry. Also, there is a 
great deal of rivalry be¬ 
tween the underground 


mines and the strip mines. 
Currently, the underground 
mines seem to have worked 
with the conservationists to 
slow the development cf 
western strip mines. That 
situation may change in the 
future and have a marked' 
effect in some individual 
companies. 

I’d be inclined to buy 
stock in coal companies, but 
I’d be sure to keep an eye 
on the company’s figures to 
see that management is 
managing well and to watch 
for outside factors affecting 
the company I own stock in 
just as I would any other

For instance, if you had a 
program to dollar-cost-aver- 
age $300 a month in Gen¬ 
eral Motors this would have 
kept you investing in GM 
in a period when prices were 
quite low and many inves¬ 
tors were afraid to 'buy GM. 
After all with all the bad 
auto news in recent months, 
it took nerve to keep on 
buying. 

The results of a six 
months investment would 
have shown $1,800 invested 
for 51.01 shares with a. May 
price value of $2,295.45. 

In this case, dollar-cost- 
averaging has helped pro¬ 
duce a. $495.45 profit on an 
average investment of $900 
invested on average of less 
than four months. We say 
an average of $900 because, 
while $1,800 is invested at 
the end of six months, only 
half that amount was in¬ 
vested at the half-way point.

The Agency may also carry or 
cause to be carried such other 
Insurant? as is required by the 
Resolution or fcy the City. 

All premiums and charges due

hereunder shall be paid by the a u 0 f the aforesaid Insurance 
City within 10 days after notice sba n bc paid by the City In ac- 
in writing from the Agency to cordance with the provisions of 
the City stating the amount of section 4 hereof. 

Additional Rental then due and 
payable and the purpose thereof. 

Nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the City from making 
contributions or advances to the 
Agency from time to time for 
nny purposes now or hereafter 
authorized by law. 

(d) Consideration. The pay¬ 
ments of Base Rental and Addi¬ 
tional Rental hereunder shall 
constitute the tctal rental to be 
paid by the City for the use and 
occupancy of he Leased Prem¬ 
ises from year to year. The parties 
hereto have agreed and determined 
that such total rental represents 
the fair rental value of the 
Leased Premises. In making such 
determination, consideration has 
been gl7en to the costs of fi¬ 
nancing the construction of the 
Leased Premises, the uses and 
purposes which will be served 
by the Facilities and the bene¬ 
fits therefrom which will accrue 
to the City and the general 
public by reason of the Facilities. 

Said total rental shall be paid 
for and In consideration of the 
right of use and occupancy of 
the Leased Premises from year 
to year during the term of this 
Lease. 

(e) Budget. The Cltv hereby 
covenants to take such action 
as is necessary under the laws 
applicable to the Cltv to Include 
In Its budget and maintain funds 
sufficient to discharge Its obli¬ 
gation to meet all rental pay¬ 
ments due hereunder In each 
fiscal year.

FACILITIES LEASE 

THIS PUBLIC SAFETY FACILI¬ 
TIES LEASE Is made as of August 
1. 1975, by and between the 

SIERRA MADRE COMMUNITY 
REDEVELOPMENT AGENCY (the 
“Agency”), a public body corpo¬ 
rate and politic organized and 
existing under the laws o f th e 
State of California, and the CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE (the "City”), 
a municipal corporation duly or¬ 
ganized and existing under the 
laws of the State of California. 

RECITALS 

1. The Agency Is a redevelop¬ 
ment agency duly created, estab¬ 
lished and authorized to trans¬ 
act business and exercise Its 
powers, all under and pursuant 
to the Community Redevelopment 
Law (Part 1 of Division 24 of 
the Health and Safety Code of 
the State of California). 

2. A redevelopment plan for e 
redevelopment project known and 
designated as the "Sierra Madre 
Boulevard Redevelopment Project” 
has bean adopted and approved 
and all requirements of law for. 
and precedent to, the adoption 
and approval of said plan have 
been duly compiled with. 

3. In accordance with said re¬ 
development plan, the Agency has 
acquired a certain parcel of land 
(the "Site", described In Exhibit 
A attached hereto and by this 
reference Incorporated herein) and 
proposes to construct public 
safety (police and fire) facilities 
together with related public Im¬ 
provements (the “Facilities”) 
thereon and to lease the Site and 
the Facilities (referred to herein 
collectively as the “Leased Pre¬ 
mises”) to the City. 

4. Tho Agency and the Sierra 
Madre City Council have deter¬ 
mined by resolution pursuant to 
Section 33445 of the Health and 
Safety Code of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia that tho Facilities are of 
benefit to the Sierra Madre 
Boulevard Redevelopment Project 
Area. 

AGREEMENT 

Section 1. Lease. 

The City leases from the Agency 
and the Agency demises and 
levees unto the City, the Leased 
Premise*. 

Section 2. Issuance and Sale of 
Bonds. 

The Agency agrees that, as 
promptly as feasible, It will Issue 
and sell revenue bonds In a prin¬ 
cipal amount which, together 
with anv other available funds of 
the Agency. Is estimated to be 
sufficient to construct the Facili¬ 
ties. and pay other costs and 
expenses In connection with such 
construction Including tho estab¬ 
lishment of euch reserve funds as 
may be necessary or desirable to 
provide for the security of the 
bonds.
